SECRET AGREEMENT ON 


NAVIES CLAIMED TO HAVE 


BEEN SIGNED BY GREAT 
BRITAIN AND FRANCE— 
NAVIES TO BE POOLED TO 


SAFEGUARD LEAGUE OF NA- 
TIONS AND ARBITRATION— 
JOINT ACTION TO PREVENT 
AGGRESSIVE ACTION 
AGAINST PEACE OF WORLD 


Toronto, Aug. 25.—The Mail and 
Empire today publishes the follow- 
ing special cable from London: 

“What purports to be a secret doc- 
ument of enormous importance to 
the peace of the world, a letter from 
Foreign Secretary Sir Austen 
Chamberlain to ,Foreign Minister 
Briand in effect pooling British and 
French navies in all the oceans, has 
either leaked from one of the min- 
isters concerned or an extremely 
clever and audacious forgery has 
been perpretrated, 

“Information has been obtained by 
the correspondent that a number of 
United States newspapers have. in- 
tended to publish the text of this 
letter on the eve or the morrow of 
the signing of the multi-lateral anti- 
war treaty in Paris, Monday, The 
full text of the alleged understand- 
ing between the foreign ministers 
has been in the possession of the 
correspondent. In view of the fact 
that the publication elsewhere was 
in prospect, the gist of the letter is 
given below, 

“Before the dispateh was written 
the foreign office was informed of 
the correspondent’s intention, No 
comment was obtainable for publica- 
tion tonight. 

“The alleged Chamberlain letter is 
dated July 23, It begins by mention- 
ing today that an understanding on 
naval construction has been reached 
and chronicles a further agreement 
between M. Briand and himself that 
Britain and French naval experts 
should consult more frequently about 
naval co-operation between the two 
countries. 

“The provision is added that such 
discussions of experts do not bind 
either government to assist the other 
in war or in any way restrict the 
future actions of Great Britain or of 
France, 

“The dispositions of the British 
and French fleets, the letter says, 
are hereafter to be made known by 
each admiralty to the other. 

“Sir Austen's alleged letter then 
deals with general principles to gov- 
ern a naval entente which has for 
its object maintenancé of the peace 
of the world as covenanted when the 
League of Nations was created. 


Co-operation On Oceans 

“A full program of co-operation 
in the Atlantic and Pacific oceans is 
to be worked out between the two 
navies and the letter continues that 
protection of the sea routes and 
defenses of the coast in the Pacific 
and from China to the Red Sea will 


be the common interest of both 
fleets, and notes that it has been 
agreed that the Atlantic will fall 


into the same category. Naval ex- 
perts, therefore, are to consult re- 
garding co-ordination and co-opera- 
tion in both cases, not, however, 
necessarily involving joint action, 
“In the Mediterranean, the letter 
continues, the interests of peace de- 
mand that the western half of this 
area be in charge of the French 
fleet and the eastern half of the 
British, with the exception that the 
special interest of Great Britain at 
Gibraltar in the west and the French 
in Syria in the east, are recognized. 


“Chamberlain and Briand, the 
letter states, have agreed to ask 
naval experts to make = arrange- 
ments accordingly, but the object 


of this is not to bind either govern- 
ment to render naval aid to the other 


in case of danger from another 
power, but solely to facilitate the 
cause of peace, 

“The two foreign ministers have 


agreed, the letter says, that naval 
consultations are not enough and 
that military air experts of the two 
governments must consult. The 
situation in the near and far east 
is said to make necessary closer and 
more frequent consultations between 
England and France. If an event 
that threatens world peace, 
Chamberlain and Briand have 
agreed, the document adds, to an im 
mediate consultation between the 
two governments as to whether joint 
action should be taken to prevent 
an agressive action from any power 
that either government deems may 
disturb the peace. 
Preserve the League 

“The chief object of the agree- 
ment the letter sayé in concluding 
these paragraphs, is to preserve the 
League of Nations and the principles 
of arbitration and under the circum- 
stances the agreements reached are 
declared to be the only way to avoid 
another war.

Put it may be that it rer ned in 
place unduly long, for not infreq 
ly in the upper jaw, the perm t 
cuspid, though developing, does not 
erupt, in which case the temporary 
cuspid should be retained as lor 
it remains firm and sound, depending 
solely on the advice and responsibili- 
ty of your dentist 

Now notice this point: Overlying 
the root of the upper canine, is an 
elevation, the “canine eminence,’ 
which serves to keep the tissue at the 
angle of the mouth well filed out 
Then should you lose this tooth 
this eminence disappears, with the 
resultant falling in of this tissue 
giving you prematurely the appear 
ance of age
